The TOO chicks with which one i 
will start a poultry flb ek of 50 
hens to ho raised, will first need i 
450 pounds of feed up until the 
ninth week, and thereafter, lor the 
whole year, the 50 hens selected 
will need 4,250 pounds of feed. 
"The 450 pounds of feed needed j 
for the 100 chicks up until the ninth 
week should he 250 pounds of mnsh . 
feed and 200 pounds of grain,” says I 
Dr. P, B. Kimpp, head of the poul 
try department at the North Caro- j 
lino State college. “Then when the 
50 hens are selected from the lot, 
these liens will need 50 pounds of 
grain and 35 pounds of mash per 
hen for a year. This makes a total 
of 4,250 pounds of feed that should 
he prov ided on the home farm. Of 
this umount 2,500 pounds is grain 
feed and may b e supplied b y 23 
b ushels of corn, 24 b ushels of oats 
and 13 b ushels of wheat. To sup­ 
ply the 1.750 pounds of mash feed 
also In 
the ration, 
the grower 
.should raise 10 b ushels of corn and 
II b ushels of oats.” 
Some additional feed will also b e 
needed on the poultry farm for 
young and growing b irds, therefore,

Doctor Kaupp say s, if the av erage 
farm keeping a flock of 50 adult 
hens will produce for the poultry, 
25 b ushels of corn, 20 b ushels of 
oats and 15 b ushel# of wheat, the 
owner will need to b uy only ab out 
400 pounds of fish meal or meat 
meal, 400 pounds of middlings and 
75 pounds of hone meal to hav e ids 
b irds well fed. 
Doctor Kaupp has worked out a 
laying rnash and a grain feed which 
has giv en excellent results on the 
experimental poultry farms.

successful farmer who keeps a flock

The nicotine sulphate treat­ 
ment recently discov ered is one of 
the easiest1 ways to delouse a set­ 
ting hen. Paint a few dab s of it in 
the b ottom of, a b ox just large 
enough for the hen to sit in. and 
ptit her in it ov er night. It wilfnot 
deter her from setting b ut It will 
destroy all liv ing lice. Now use a 
b it of Itine ointment in the region 
b elow the v ent Where lice' b reed 
and there will he no lice prob lems Î 
when docks b atch. If a lo usy hen 
5 is just ab out ready to b utch, paint 
the nicotine sulphate generously in 
a b ox that has b een warmed to 
promote rapid ev aporation of the 
fumes, and put the hen in for an 
hour, cov ering her eecs with warm 
flannel In tin* meantime. Lfe the 
him? ointment also to get the nits 
.that may hatch.

TO TRACE LOST 
ROMAN LEGION 


Important Historic Discov ­ 
eries Looked for in 
North of England. 


Newenstle-on-Tyne, England, — A 
lost Roman legion, prob ab ly anni­ 
hilated b y sav age trib es, and a wall 
b uilt b y the Roman emperor Ha­ 
drian acro ss the north o f England 
are important links in the history 
of the Romans in Britain which ex­ 
cav ators hope to trace b eneath the 
streets of this shipb uilding city. 
They also are seeking the ruins of 
the fort of i ’o ns Aelli, which stood 
on the present site of Newcastle 
when the Roman soldiers field sway 
ov er the fierce northern trib es. 
Roman galleys once floated in the 
Riv er Tyne, now occupied b y the 
modern shipyards which produced 
the Mauretania. It is b eliev ed that 
Pons Aelli ov erlooked the riv er. 
Wall send, across the riv er, was also 
a Roman stronghold. The work to 
b e undertaken b y the North of Eng­ 
land 
Excav ation committee may 
produce one of archeology's most 
interesting chapters. 
Sinks Shaft in Streets. 
A section of Hadrian s wall ab out 
30 yards long was discov ered last 
year. 
In the coming excav ations, 
shafts will b e sunk in all streets 
cast and west of the discov ered 
portion of the wall. The b arrier 
ran from Solway Firth across Eng­ 
land to Tyne, b ut the eastern por­ 
tion has nev er b een definitely lo­ 
cated. 
The gutters of Newcastle 
will b e torn up in an attempt to 
locate It, ami at the same time 
not hinder the passage of traffic in 
the streets. 
Experts b eliev e that 
the wall will lead them to the cen­ 
ter of the city, where they will dis­ 
cov er the ruins of the old fort. 
Long b efore Hadrian made tamed 
and co nquered peoples b uild his 
wall, the Romans constructed an 
earthwork 
in 
northern 
England 
called the Vallum, and b eliev ed to 
hav e b een a b oundary marking the 
edge of the mighty empire. It was 
a sort o f great ditch, apparently 
not originally intended for military 
purposes, although the first forts 
later were erected along it. The 
Vallum has b f» en located at Ben- 
well, whence the excav ators ex­ 
pect to trace its course. 
The famous Ninth Roman Legion, 
whose disappearance is one of his­ 
tory’s mysteries, is b eliev ed to hav e 
b een wiped out along the Vallum 
b y a new generation of trib es which 
arose b etween A. D. 81 and 321. 
These t lilies knew nolljing of the 
might of Roman arms, and cared 
less ab out the powers of the emper­ 
or. 
Refused to Pay Taxes. 
They refused to pay faxes to 
Rome, and after the Roman sol­ 
diers mov ed out of the lowlands to 
the protection of the Yalldnr.torts, 
the storm b roke. The Vallum Was 
stormed, the forts fell, and the» 
Ninth Legion has not b een b eard of 
since. 
The Newcastle excav ators 
hope to throw some light 
o n its 
fate. 
The Emperor Hadrian hurried to 
Northumb ria when couriers b rought 
him news of this disaster. 
He 
b rought the Sixth Legion to the 
north country in A. D. 322 and sub ­ 
dued the reb ellions trib es. Hadrian 
then set the captiv es to work b uild­ 
ing the wall with which he hoped 
to « tern further inv asions. It was 
constructed parallel with the Val­ 
lum. 
In the coming inv estigation 
it is hoped to determine why the 
emperor made the wall of v arying 
thicknesses, perhaps due to a lack 
of material, or occasional economy. 
Ev en If the secret of the Ninth 
Legion and the history of Rons 
Aelli 
remain 
undiscov ered, 
the 
Newcastle ami Wallaend inv estiga­ 
tors hope to make important contri­ 
b utions to the record of life in the 
British isles In the days of the Ro­ 
mans.

whole jear, thp 30 hens selected 
will need 4,2^ pounds of feed.

Important Historic DUcbv- 


eries Looked for in 


North of England. 


Newcastle on-T.\ no, En^liiud. — A 


lost Iloninn h'filon, prohublj iinnl- 
hlluled hy MU\«K« trlbf. and a wall 
built b> the Jtomau emjieroi- Hii- 
drlan across the iiuilh ol Knjjlaud 
are innjortunl llnKs In tlie hi^Uiry 
of tlie Koimms Jn Urltuin A\lilch ex- 
cavators Jiopo to tnu'c beneiilh tJie 
•streets of this shipbuilding city. 
They also are seeking the ruins of 
Uie fort of i'otis Ac-Ill, which stood 
on the present site of Xewustle 
when the Konmn soldiers held sway 
over tlie fieice northern tribes. 


Honjiin galleys once floated in the 


Iliver Tym1, now occupied by the 
modern ship}aids ulilch produced 
the Mauretania. It is believed that 
Pons Aelli overlooked tlie river. 
Wallsend, across the river, was also 
n Houmn stronghold. The work to 
be undei taken by the North of Eng- 
land Exca\ation committee may 
produce one of arclieology's most 
jnteiesting chapters. 


Sinks Shaft in Streets. 


A section of Iladrum s wall about 


CO yarrls long uas, discovered last 
year.

(lie better breeder flu* bird will 
p rov e, it Is true that small shriv ­ 
eled combs of females indicate that 
they are either temp orarily out of 
p roduction or p oor layers. 
The 
same kind of a comb on a male 
would lead one to exp ect him to be 
.a p oor breeder. 
The op p osite is 
not necessarily true, that the larg­ 
er combed birds are any better 
breeders than those with combs of 
'av erage sire. Excep tionally large 
combs disfigure and handicap the 
indiv idual. 


Theories to D eterm ins 
Sex of Little Chicks 
Many rules and theories hav e 
been p rop osed for determining the 
sex of the chicks at hatching or 
ev en from the egg. To date, most 
methods hav e p rov ed unreliable. In 
the Barred Plymouth Rock breed, 
the size of the white sp ot on the 
head may he used to sep arate with 
some degree of accuracy the two 
sexes. 
The chicks with the large 
head sp ots are usually males. The 
crossing of certain breeds will re­ 
sult in chicks, the sex of which may 
he sep arated relativ ely accurately 
on the basis of color.
